specting tho Republican policy about tho

aomo time. I, for one, will nerer gtvo my consent o
an effort to paas any Federal election laws."

If these expressions of opinion are author-
itative and accurately reported, they ought
to relievo any apprehension started In tho
minds of our Southern friends by tho ap-

pearance of tho Gibson bill. Tho vlows at-

tributed to Senator Hoar and to tho
Speaker aro credltablo to their common
senso and political sagacity. If these two
statesmen nro against any further attempt
to replace the .Davenport system upon tho
statutes, where Is the Idea of forco and Fed-
eral lntcrferenro likely to find lodgment in
this year 181)7? Tho Republican party lost
the Presidency live years ago because Its
evolution had not then proceeded beyond a
narrow sectionalism. It Is Interesting to
observe how the broader, moro enlightened
Ideas of James G. Blaine aro working for
the Republican party's benefit years after
that statesman of clear vision and far vision
wcut to his grave.

Habituated to Fraud?
It appears that tho Reform Club of New

York, a noted repository of Clevelandlsm,
lias undertaken a tariff crusade In tho Re-

publican press, designed to prevent tho
adoption of the Dlugley bill, or of any bill
based on the protective principle. Tho Re-

form Club will circulate arguments against
protection and In favor of free trade, and
request or advise that the matter It sends
out shall appear In the various newspapers
of the country.

If tho newspapers that as Republicans
have always preached protection, and as
protectionists in 180(1 elected their Presi-

Tho New Torpedo Boats.
The tendency to Increased sizo which has

shown itself in our battle ships like tho
Kcarsargo and Kentucky, In protected
cruisers like the Columbia and Minneapo-
lis, and In armored cruisers like the Brook-
lyn, extends now to tho torpedo craft.

The Cushing, our first steel torpedo boat,
was of 105 tons displacement; the Ericsson
advanced to 120; the Baltimore trio will
displace 142 ton3 each; the Seattle craft
is of 108 tons; tho big Farragut makes a
long leap to 273 tons. But this lost
standard, It now appears, is to be kept up In
the three new boats authorized at the last
session of Congress, for which the main
features have just been agreed upon. They
arc to displace, it Is said, 301 tons at the
maximum.

They aro also to bo 30-kn- craft, and
may surpass their contract speed, as tho
Porter has done. Tho Farragut is also a
30-kn- boat, the two building at Bath nro
expected to make 30L, knots, nnd accord-
ingly, with the latest trio, wo shall have
half a dozen craft with a speed in tho
thirties, something which a few years ago
would have seemed Incredible.

A ruling by Secretary Lono that the ap-

propriation of $800,000 for tho three latest
boats can bo used for hull and machinery,
and does not cover armament, will glvo the
bidders on them a safe margin. Tho con-

tract price of tho Farragut is $227,r00, and
three llko her therefore could easily lie
built within tho limit of cost and with am-
ple allowances for improvements.

Jefferson's Words for These Days.
The proposal that the 13th of April, being

tho 154th birthday anniversary of Thomas
Jefferson, shall bo held In honor by Demo-
crats throughout tho country, Is worthy of
consideration.

JefTcrsonlan Democracy Is never out of
date; at all times and under all circum-
stances it furnishes tho truo solution for
political problems.

The main question, for example, before
tho country at this tlmo is that of raising a
revenue adequate to Its expenses. On this
point wo have tho words of Jefferson in
his inaugural address of March 4, 1805,
upon beginning his second term of ofllco as
President:

"At home, fellow citizens, you best know whether
we hare dono well or 111. The aupprcailon of unneo.
eesary offices, of uaclras establlshmenta and expenses,
enabled us to discontinue our Internal taxca. Theee,
covering our land with officers, and opening our doors
to their Intrusions, hid already begun that process of
domiciliary vexation which, once entered. Is scarcely
to he restrained from reaching, suocesstrely, every
article of property and produce, If, among theso
taxes, ooroe minor onea fell, which had not been
Inconvenient, It was because their amount would not
bavo paid the officers wLo collected them, and be-

cause, If they had any merit, the Slate authorities
might adopt then Instead of others less approved.

"The remaining revenue, on the consumption of
forelga articles, Is paid chiefly by those who con af-

ford to add foreign luxuries to domestic comforts.
Ilelog collected on our seaboard and frontiers only,
and lucorporatod with the transactions of our mer-
cantile cltliens, It may be the pleasure and pride of
an American to ask, what farmer, what mechanic,
what laborer, ever sees a ot the United
States ? These contributions enable us to support the
current expenses of the Government! to fulfil con-

tracts with foreign nations) to extinguish the nattro
right ot soil within our llmltai to extend those limits,
and to apply such a surplus to our publlo debts as
places at a short day tbelr final redemption."

In his first Inaugural address Jefferson
had railed for " equal and exact justice to
all men, of whatever state or persuasion,
religious or political;" for "peace, com-
merce, and honest friendship with all na-

tions, entangling alliances with nono ;" for
" absolute acquiescence In the decisions of
the majority, tho vital principle of repub-
lics, from which is no appeal but to force,
tho vital principle and Immediate- parent of
despotism;" for "tho honest payment ot
our debts and sacred preservation of tho

publlo faith." In that name address Jef-
ferson announced his belief that ours Is
" tho strongest Government on earth :"

"I believe It the only one where every man, at tho
call of the lo-- would fly to tho standard of tho law,
and would meet Invasions of the publlo order as hla
own personal concern. Sometimes It to said that man
cannot bo trusted with the government of himself.
Can he then bo trusted with the government of
others? Or, havo we found angels. In the form of
Kings, to govern him ? Let history answer."

It was In 1801 that ho wroto to tho com-mlttc- o

of tho merchants of New Haven tho
words on ofllco holding which, a little altered
In use, havo become famous: " If a duo par-

ticipation of ofllco Is a matter ot right, how
are vacancies to bo obtained? Thoso by
death aro few; by resignation, none."

The question of annexation may sooncomo
beforous Inono form or another, and here,
also, we havo Jefferson's counsel:

' I know that tho acquisition of Lonlrlana ha been
disapproved by some, from n cindld npprehemlon
that tho enlargement of our territory wouM endanger
IU union. Hut who can limit the extent lowhlohtho
federattvo prlnclrle may operate tffo:tltclr? Tho
larger our asociatlon, tho less will It bo shaken by
local passions."

As to Cuba, can any ono doubt that tho
energies of Jefferson, were ho living to-

day, would bo directed toward procuring
her Independence? It was ho who hoped
for "a meridian of partition through tho
occau which separates thotwohemlsphercs,
on tho hither sido of which no European
gun shall ever lie heard, or an American on
tho other." Ho hoped In 1823 for the an-

nexation of Cuba, " as tho most interesting
addition which could ever bo modo to our
system of States." But If this could not bo,
" its Independence Is our second Interest."
Ho disclaimed any desire for war to secure
cither result, but held that peaceful meth-
ods to further our purposo should bo used
at opportune moments.

Thus thero Is much for Democratic clubs
and societies to ponder on In celebrating
jEFFEnsoN'sblrthday. Tho Democratic party
has In modern days been drugged with
Clevelandlsm nnd then dosed with Bryan-
ism, tho results being painfully obvious.

But Ifsucha.IelTcrsonlan commemoration
Is held at all, let it be sincere. It would be
better not to hold It than to associate Jef-
ferson's honored namo with acta repug-
nant to his life and his doctrines.

A Very Suspicious Bill.
Why lay out a city park and spend large

sums of money to condemn the land, and
then destroy the park Itself with streets!

This question docs not seem to have been
considered by tho Assembly when last
week It passed an act ostensibly for ex-

tending, widening, and -- changing tho
grade of West 135th street, but In reality
to cut a circular road through the new St,
Nicholas Park for the benctlt of some, un-

disclosed corporation or individual.
Let us look at tho circumstances and sco

whether they aro not suspicious.
In April, 1804, an act was passed by the

Legislature laying out the now St. Nicho-
las Park, which Is to extend from 130th
street on tho south to 141st street on the
north, and to be lounded on the cast by
St. Nicholas avenue, which runs through
the valley, and on tho west by St. Nicholas
Terrace, which runs along the crest of tho
hill, with the exception of some lota of
land on the plateau or tableland between
St. Nicholas Terrace and Convent avenue.
The new park will thus be formed prin-
cipally ot a side hill, with some level lots
on St. Nicholas avenue and some level lots
on the plateau next to the new site of the
College of the City of New York.

Tho lands of tho new park are now under
process of condemnation, and hearings are
going on before commissioners of ap-

praisal. After the lands have been acquired
somo d landscape gardener un-

der the Park Department must Ik1 em-

ployed to lay out such pathsordrivewnys ns
may be desirable. But now, suddenly, a bill
has appeared In the Legislature, has been
passed by the Assembly, and is now hefote
the Senate, providing for the cutting of
what is called an extension of 135th
street, but what Is, In reality, a new circular
street through tho new St. Nicholas Park.
This circular street runs flrht to the north-
west from St. Nicholas avenue to St. Nich-
olas Terrace, and then to the southwest
from St. Nicholas Terrace to Conent ave-
nue, thus cutting nil the property between
St. Nicholas avenue nnd Convent avenue
and 135th street and 137th street In such a
way as to absolutely destroy the new park.
This projected street could not bu used In
any advantageous way In connection with
tho new park Itself, and Its practical effect
can only be to destroy the park.

There must 1m some scheme behind this
bill, for It Is manifestly against the public
interest.

It is said that the bill is really In tho In-

terest of u trolley line, which does not mind
the destruction ot a city park provided Its
cars can climb up tho hll! at tho least cost
and an easy grade lo secured lit tho public
expense.

All the large landholders on tho plateau,
such as tho Hebrew Orphan Asylum, tho
Academy of the Sacred Heart, nnd the trus-
tees of tho College of the City of New York,
have protested against this proposed legis-
lation. The hill should be defeated In tho
Senate; and If not defeated in tho Senate it
should bo vetoed by tho Governor.

Tho Ueservo Fleet.
It seems likely that tho first marked

feature of Secretary Lono's administration
will be tho establishment of a rcservo of
warships, similar to that which tho Kuro-pca- n

navies have long maintained.
Hitherto tho subject has not been for our

country ono of practical Importance,
wo hnvo needed fornctlvo servico all

tho ships for which crows could ho fur-
nished. But now that foreign complica-
tions aro somewhat less threatening, and
that now vessels aro coming along In larr--a

numbers, tho plan of putting either out of
commission, or elso holding under the

system, with a mere forco of care-
takers, some of our larger ships, begins to
recommend itself strongly.

Secretary Hi:uiir.RT, who examined tho
matter carefully ami appointed it board to
report upon It, showed how it operated In
European navies to savo money, whilo al-

lowing large forces to bo held in readiness,
the reserve ships being kept so that within
brief specified times they could put to sea.
At tho time of which ho wrote ho found,
taking Great Britain, France, Germany,
and Italy together, that out of 573 ves-

sels In service, 50 per cent, of all tho
battle ships were In rcservo ; 47 per
cent, of the cruisers, nnd no fewer
than 00 per cent, of tho coast defenders,
thus making a total of 00 per cent, of nil
the armored vessels, Tho proportion of

craft In reserve was not quite so
great, but it was 37 per cent, for cruisers,
00 for protected cruisers, 01 for gun vessels,
and 05 for torpedo vessels. This made an
average of 52 per cent.

It can be understood without further
figures how great is tho economy of having

two-third- s of all armored vessels and more
than a half of tho unarmorcd In rcservo.
Tho countries spoken ot have different
systems, somo classes of reserves being
regulnrly ofllccrcd nnd manned for a part of
tho year, but the general result is that of
Bavlng much money. Secretary Heriiert
believes that fully three-fifth- s of our battlo
ships, monitors, and torpedo boats could
also Ims held I n reserve, when once t borough-l- y

tested, and the larger cruisers, on tho
samo principle, could bo replaced In active
servico by tho smaller.

Wo have Been statements Indicating that
If tho Now York, Brooklyn, Columbia, Min-
neapolis, nnd Olympla were to bo put In
reserve, tho saving on theso flvo vessels
nlono would exceed $1,500,000 Inn year.
Thero Alight then bo a need of supply-
ing their places with smaller vessels, and
that would bo so much deducted from
tho saving. But that tho system Itself
Is practicablo and desirable must bo
clear, and just now tho tlmo Is tho
moro fnvornblo for putting it In op-

eration, inasmuch as nine new gunboats,
nono of them probably exceeding 1,400
tons nnd most of them of only about 1,000,
will be ready before tho end of tho year.
Tho need of obtaining crows for these new
vessels and for tho mnny torpedo boats that
must bo tried, will tend to urge tho estab-
lishment of the rcservo system.

And yet, while tho organization of such a
system, the selection of rcservo stations at
New York, League. Island, Norfolk or elso-wher-

and tho erection of sheds for spare
torpedo boats at various points demand
prompt consideration, wo aro not quite
ready yet to rcduco tho'number of powerful
ships In actlvo service. Our foreign affairs
may not bo quite so menacing as they were
a year ago, but our full naval strength
should be In readiness for some tlmo yet.

Family Councils Over Greece
The visit of the Dowager Empress of Rus-

sia to Copenhagen at this time naturally
attracts comment. How far dynastic In-

fluences, or, rather, tho personal and family
ties of the reigning houses of Europe, may
affect tho fato of Greece, Is problematical;
but certainly tho little kingdom Is rich In
this sort of resources, such as they are.

Tho Empress Dowager of Russia Is the
sister of King Georoe. The Princess of
Wales Is also a sister of King GnonoE.
The Crown Princess of Greeco Is tho sister
of the Emperor of Germany nnd grand-
daughter of Queen Victoria.

Besides these relationships, we have tho
fact that Prince Georue, the second son ot
tho King, who has command of the Greek
fleet, earned the gratitude ot the Emperor of
Russia by saving his life in Japan, and the
Russian Imperial family is said to be very
fond of the sailor.

Unfortunately for Greece, politics must
ride over relationships and over personal
affections or obligations among rulers.
Yet It would seem as If these subordinate
influences, if they refuse to foster her ambi-
tion, could at least lc counted on to shield
her from suffering much, should she chance
to be defeated by tho Porte.
